New York, April 27.—The sailing’ of 
three coastwise steamers, the Bragos 
and Comal, of the Mallory line, and 
the Comanche, of the Clyde 4ine, was 
delayed for five hours this afternoon 
4s a result of strike declared by a 
firemen’s union. The three steamers 
sailed for their respective ports in the 
early evening after P. Raymond, vice 
president and general manager ef the 
two steamship lines, had acted as ar- 
bitrator and an agreement had been 
reached between the unicn and the 
steamship officials. | 

The trouble broke out on the Brazos 
Shortly before her scheduled sailing 
time, when an oiler who had been in- 
volved in an altercation with a cook 
and had been discharged. A strike 
by the firemen’s union was promptly 
declared. Meanwhile the Brazos had 
been towed into the bay near the stat- 
ue of liberty with her firemen still on 
board. Word of the strike reached the 
Comal and the Comanche, both docked 
nearby, and firemen aboard the 
mer craft left. Captain Watson, of the 
Comanche, before his men had an op- 
portunity to leave chartered tugs and 
had the steamer towed out into the 
bay.

In 
speaking of their experiences they 


place the responsibility for the acci- 
dent on the management of the White 
Star line and on the officers in charge 
of the navigation of the giant liner. 
Thompson declares that top speed was 
maintajned from the beginning to the 
end of the Titanic’s fatal course, that 
she was speeded uniformly as close to 
seventy-seven revolutions as could be, 
and that she Was racing at the ut- 
most capacity of her eragines when she 
ripped off her plates on the iceberg. 
John Thempson, is forty-two years old 
and hails from Liverpool. “Fror 
Queenstown out,” he said, “all the fire- 
men had been talking of the orders we 


had to fire her up as hard as we pos- 
sibly could. We were to make as quick 
& passage as possible, the orders ran, 
and We were to beat all records on our 
maiden trip. I heard that these or- 
ders came from the engineering de- 
partment. But, bless vou, we men 
didn't have time to talk about where 
those orders came from. There was 
no spare time whatever for any of us 
firemen. We were carrying full pres- 
sure. From the time we left Queens- 
town until the moment of the shock 
we never ceased to make from seveniy- 
four to seventy-seven revolutions. It 
never went below seventy-four, and as 
during that whole Sunday we had been 
keeping up to seventy-seven surely she 
must have been making that speed 
then.” Thompson helped iaunched sev- 
eral lifeboats and finally left the ship 
On a coliapsible boat so heavily loaded 
that it sank. with the men still eling- 
ing to it. Five or six men died from 
exposure in the icy water, but the oth- 


ers were picked up by a \lifeboat.., 
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Whiteley, who was whipped overtoard 
from the ship by a rope while helping 
to lower a lifeboat, finally reached 
the Carpathia aboard one of the boats 
which contained, he said, both the 
crow's nest lookouts. He heard a con- 
versation between them, he asserted, in 
which they disdussed the warnings 
given to the Titanic’s bridge of-the 
presence of the iceberg. Whiteley did 
not know the name of either of the 
lookout men, and he said he belleved 
they had gone back home on the Lap- 
land. “I heard one of them say that 
fifteen minutes before the itanic 
struck he had reported to First Offi- 
cer Murdock on the bridge that he fan- 
cied he saw an iceberg,” said White. 
ley. “Twice after that the lookot 
said he warned Mr. Murdock that 
berg was ahead. I can't remembe 
their exact words, but they were ver: 
indignant that no attention was paic 
to their warnings. One of them said, 
‘No wonder that Mr. Murdock shot.

A GREAT DAY’S WORK BY OUTFIELDER 
SHECKARD 


WO powerful magnets drew a capacity crowd to the National league 
baseball park in Chicago on September 11, 1910. The Cubs, leading tn 
the battle for a pennant, were scheduled to meet the Pittsburg Pirates, 
the world’s champions. One of the largest crowds in the history of 
this landmark was in attendance. Fans remember that day for two 

things—the practical elimination of Pittsburg from the race for the flag and 
the marvelous fielding feats of James Tilden Sheckard. 

The pennant race had simmered down to a spirited battle between the 
Cubs and Pirates, with Chance’s men out in the lead in the last lap. Should 
the Pirates win this game, they would be conceded a chance to succeed them- 


selves as world’s champions. Losing | 


this single combat, they had scant 
hope of beating the Chicago club un- 
der the wire. 
Opposed to Howard Camnitz in this 
memorable contest was King Cole; 
Chance’s youngest pitching recruit, 
whose skill and winning ability had 
caused a sensation around the Na- 
tional league circuit.  .Cole’s luck 
.charm was working overtime on that 
day, but without the remarkable fileld- 
ing support of Sheckard the Cubs 
could not have won. 
Miller, the first man up in the 
eighth inning, with the score favor- 
ing the Cubs, drove a terrific liner to 
left that went straight for the crowd 
fringing the outfield. With the crack 
of the bat Sheckard was away aiter 
the ball. Into the crowd he rushed, 
lurched forward into the air and 
came down with the sphere amid the 
shouts and din of an applauding and 
‘< marveling throng. 
ee Not content with two. running 
catches of the hair-raising kind, not 
content with this daring running 
eatch of a liner in which he risked his very life, the intrepid Sheckard com- 
pleted the last play of the game, cutting short a dangerous rally that might 
have proved disastrous to the Cubs. 
The ninth inning rolled around and with it the Pirates’ heavy artillery. 
King Cole was to pass through the most trying ordea! of the game and Sheck- 
ard was to round out a day of brilliance that would do credit to any outtielder 
in the game's history. 
Manager Clarke, fighting in the last ditch, dispatched McKechnie to bat 
for Camnitz. It proved a lucky move, for the batter delivered with a single 
to center. Bobby Byrne sent the Pirates’ hopes bounding to the skies when 
he singled to the same spot, for Clarke and Wagner were to follow. Oole 
struck out Campbell and Clarke lifted a fly to Hofman in deep right, Mc- 
Kechnie going to third. 
The lingering hope of the Pirates lay in the bat of the mighty Wagner. 
Cub fans who had seen the Flying Dutchman break up many a game shivered 
at the thought of what might happen. Wagner was trying for a home run, 
but his effort proved a fly to short left.

A trifle late in the day, considering 
that all the doings in connection with 
his centenary are over, an exhibition 
'of Dickens’ manuscriptsand letters has 
|! been opened at the Victoria and Albert 
museum in South Kensington, and will 
remain open until October. It is gen- 
'uinely interesting, and should seen 
by every American lover of Dickens 
who comes to London this vear. These 
are the manuscripts which the novelist 
‘himself bequeathed to his “dear and 
;trusty friend,” and subsequent biog- 
|rapher, John Forster, with whom he 
corresponded constantly and whose 
{criticism he invited at all stages, from 
the first dawning of the idea for a 
story until the final proofs. All the 
letters he received from Dickens to- 
gether with the manuscripts, Forster 
left in will to the British nation. 

Americans will be especially inter- 
ested in the original manuscript of the 
“American Notes,” which is exhibited 
together with two letters addressed to 
Dickens by committees representing 
the citizens of New York, in which the 
/novelist is welcomed to the United 
| States, and invited to a dinner and a 
‘ball. They are dated January 24 and 
26, 1842, and pay tributes to “the value 
of vour labors in the cause of hu- 
manity and the eminently successful 
exercise of your literary § talents.” 
Among the signers are William Cullen 
Bryant, and Fitzgreen Halleck. 

Here, too, is the original manuscript 
of “David Copperfield,” also the cor- 
rected proofs of that work, from which 
one makes the uncommonly interest- 
ing discovery that “King Charles’ 
head’’—one of the best “bits” in the 
novel—was an afterthdught. and was 
only introduced when the manuscript 
came back from the printers. Dick- 
ens originally wrote: “*Do you re- 
member the date,’ said Mrk Dick. look- 
ing earnestly at me, and taking up 
his pen to note it down, ‘when that 
bull got into the china warehouse and 
did so much mischief”" In the cor- 
rected proof Dickens cut out the part 
about the bull and tinserted, “When 
King Charles the First had his head 
cut off?’

wit,’ and there is also a letter from 
Dickens to Forster regarding the first 
work, in which he says, “I hope to do 
great things with Nancy.” Evidently 
the title of “Mastér Humphrey's Clock” 
gave its author some trouble. for in 
another letter to Forster one reads: 
“Tl incline rather more to ‘Master Hum- 
Clock’ than ‘Old Humphrey’s 
Clock,’ if it be that there is no danger 
of the pensive confounding ‘Master’ 
with a boy.” Other items ofthis ex- 
hibition are the unfinished manuscript 
of “Edwin Drood,” several diaries, many 
portraits and a collection of sketches 
by Cruikshank, together with letters 
from Dickens to that artist. 


Edmund D. Morel, secretary of the 
Congo Reform Association, who has 
been well-known In the Unted States 
since his visit a few -years ago on 
behalf of the cause he has nearest at 
heart, has just published a new book 
called, ‘“‘Morocco in Diplomacy,” in 
which he analyzes in detail the recent 
“conversation” between England, Ger- 
many and France over the land of 
Muley Hafid. In the course of this 
work, More! describes as a delusion 
the belief in German dreams of con- 
quest which is go generally held in 
the United States, as well as in this 
country, and thottgh his words are ad- 
dressed to Englishmen, they deserve to 
be read by Americans, too. 

“Germany's supreme need today,” 
says Morel, “is not war, but peace, is 
not Military conquest but trade, is not 
the acquisition of colonies peopled by 
a German-speaking race, but markets. 
The extension of trade, the extension 
of markets to feed an enormously ex- 
panding home industry, outcome of a 
yearly increasé in population equal to

Germany. A fair and open 
field in every ves yege 
world’s surface is a vita 
necessity for Germany. The 
closing of potential markets to her 
trade in Africa, in Asia, in South 
America, Germény is bound to regard 
as a blow aimed straight at her heart 
She cannot help herself. ‘Either she 
must find work at home to do for het 
rapidly-increasing population, or shé 
must be content to see that populatiog 
emigrating en masse to foreign lands 
over seas. To find her people in work, 
she not Only requires expanding mar- 
kets in which to sell her goods. buf 
she requires the raw materia] of the 
tropics and subtropics to sustain heft 
industries and manufactures. 
“Moreover, must feed her peoe- 
ple, too, and she is no longer able toa 
do that from her own soil’s output 
Owing, on the one hand, to growth o 
population and on the other to the cur- 
rent which, as in our case, is sweeping 
the people from the land inte the 
towns, aggravated in the case of Gere 
many by the political and social dig- 
advantages under which the rural pop- 
ulation, or at least a considerable sec- 


she 


tion of it, suffers by comparison with 
the urban population; Germany is be- 
coming increasingly less able to sup- 
}port ‘her own people with the products 
of her own agriculture. These national 
necessities automatically entail both a 
constant ahd growing addition to Ger- 
man shipping, and the necessity of 
adequate protection for that shipping 
On the high seas. 


“The guiding motive of German for- 
eign policy today is to secure for the 
German people unfettered access to 
markets overseas, as large a share as 
possible in the development of those 
markets, and a voice in the acquisition 
of over-sea territories which mav fall, 
through the course of events, into the 
international melting pot. It is not 
land hunger, but trade hunger. which 
inspires her, and trade hunger re- 
sponds to the fundamental demand of 
her national existence. That is the 
bed-rock reason why Germany opposed 
the secret partition of Morocco be- 
tween France and Spain, when she got 
to Know of it. That is why Germanv 
stood out pertinaciously for her ace 
quired and her legal rights, and in- 
sisted that if France was to ret 
Morocco it should Only be at a price 
(in which she did but follow the lead 
of Italy, Britain and Spain), and on 
the understanding that Morocco should 
not be turned into a preserve for the 
French i financier and concessionnaire., 
That is why Germany will fight 
against any attempt to close the Chi- 
nese markets in favor of any particu- 
lar power, or group of powers.- That 
is why Germany insisted last autumn 
that if Belgian rule in the Congo 
should ultimately become impossible 
France must so far modify her re- 
versionary claim to the Congo State ag 
to consent to the problem being car- 
ried before the signatory powers 
which created the Congo State. That 
is why Germany will find it impossible 
to allow that her newly secured ter- 
ritory in the French Congo, or that 
French Congo outside that territory 
and subject to the freedom of trade 
clauses of the Berlin act, shall remain 
a vast rubber monopoly for the benefit 
of a handful of French and Belgian 
concessionnaires. That is why, if the 
Portuguese West and East African de- 
pendencies come into the market she 
will demand her share. 

“But to carry out this necessity of 
her national life Germany must be se- 
cure of such a position in the councils 
of the nations as to make her ever 
and always a factor to be reckoned 
with. This she can only attain by the 
possession of a fleet which will make 
the strongest power hesitate either to 
attack her or to ignore her. People 
who persist in representing the Ger- 
man fleet as built for purely aggres- 
sive purposes, pointing to Germany’s 
great army as sufficient to secure her 
safety. altogether overlook the fact 
that if Germany is still, as ever com- 
pelled to protect her land frontiers and 
maintain her position in Europe, the 
old Germany of continental-limited in- 
terests has passed away and has en 
replaced by a Germany whose national 
existence is equally bound up with her 
over-seas commerce and industry, 
which have largely become the life- 
blood of the nat:on.”

Crime in New York appears the more appalling because of the 
bigness of the city and the prominence given it in the national news. 
But the canker that infests the biggest city on the continent infests 
also every village and hamlet throughout America. Im the midst 
of the most highly developed and wonderful civilization in his- 
tory, we are confronted by frontier lawlessness for the simple rea- 
son that we cling to procedure old as the hills, and give the criminal 
an immeasurable handicap as against society. 

There may be plenty of brigands and automobile “hold-ups” 
and second-story men in New York city. But there ts also a tribe | 
of pistol-toters in Georgia, who insolently defy the law, either es- 
caping entirely or getting off with punishment so nominal that the 
great probability is they will speedily repeat their offenses with 
even graver consequences. 

No law and no court is stronger than the determination of the 
people to uphold it. So long as public sentiment does not sharply 
demand of congress and the legislatures that they shall enact sweep- 
ing and fundamental judicial reforms, the public cannot complain if 
the country is increasingly indicted before civilization as a nation of 
murderers. 

So long as cities and states and counties permit police author- 
ities to relax vigilance or show leniency to the criminal, we cannot 
expect that the carnival of violence will cease. It is the easiest 
thing in the world to rail at officials and demand that they be re- 
placed by others. But public opinion must remain vigilant and 
see that its will is carried out, if there is to be any lasting reform.

The employment bureau has been 
another helpful feature of the work of 
these young women, not only in find- 
ing employment for those of the class, 
but for any others who come seeking 
positions, and this is all done gratis. 
Wherever a young girl of fourteen or 
less has asked for assistance in ob- 
taining a position, it has been the poli- 
cy to place her, if possible, in some 
business with, or near some member 
of the class so that she may be under 
such watch care.

Wilsen’s Regularity. 

One democratic member of the New 
Jersey delegation in congress, in crit- 
icising the governor said: 

“As indicating how regular a dem- 
ocrat Wilson is, it is recalled that 
last fall a primary Was held in Essex 
county to nominate candidates for the 


senate. The organization indorsed a 
man for the senate who was also in- 
dorsed by the Wilson faction, but put 
up different candidates for the assem- 
biy.

Labor is standardized by the trade 
unions, and this is the standard to 
which {t is made to conform. No 
one is suffered to do more than the 
average workman can do. 

In some trades and handicrafts no 
one ts suffered to do more than the 
least skilful of his fellows can do 
within the hours allotted to a day's 
labor, and no one may work out of 
hours at all, or volunteer anything 
beyond the minimum. 

i need not point out how economi- 
cally disastrous such a regulation of 
labor is. It is so unprofitable to 
the employer that in some trades it 
will presently not be worth while 
tv attempt anything at all. He had 
better stop altogether than operate 
at an inevitable and invariable loss. 

The labor of America is rapidly 
becoming unprofitable under its 
present regulation by those who 
have determined to reduce it to a 
minimum. Our economic supremacy 
may be lost because the country 
grows more and more full of un- 
profitable servants.

PLANS ARE MADE FOR WOMEN 
AT SCHOOL OF JOURNALISM, 


The following official announcement 
is made in regard to Barnard college 
and the school of journalism of Colum. 
bia university: 

“Plang are being perfected for ena- 
bling women to pursue the course of 
journalism leading to the degree of 
Bachelor of Letters. The first two 
years of the course, consisting mainly 
of collegiate work, women students 
will take at Barnard college, with the 
expectation of obtaining later’ the 
third and fourth years—that is, the 
purely professional training—in the 
school of journalism, after the com- 
pletion of its new building. During 
1912-1913 provision will be made at 
Barnard college for all the work re- 
guired in the first year of the jour- 
nalistic curriculum, and women plan- 
ning to obtain the degree of Bachelor 
of Letters in this course may, if they 
&re prepared to meet the entrance re- 
quirements, enter Barnard next Sep- 
tember.” 

The conflicting reports which have 
appeared in regard to the admission 
of women to the school of journalism 
have made necessary this specific an- 
nouncement. The subject has been 
under careful consideration in all plans 
for the school. For the first year, be- 
fore the building for the school is 
completed, the school will conduct all 
its exercises in class rooms tempo- 
rarily assigned to it jn various unl- 
versity Buildings, and while this is the 
case the direct admission of women 
is not practicable. A final decision on 
the subject in all its details will not 
be reached until the building is com- 
pleted.

‘ It is often said that Napoleon loved war 
and bloodshed too much to care about women.

@“What eloquence, what feeling you display: 
they are of fire, they inflame my poor heart. 
My only Josephine, away from you there is 
no more joy—away from you the world is a 
wilderness in which I stand alone, and with- 
out one bliss of unburdening my soul. You 
have robbed me of more than my soul: you 
are the one thought of my life. When I am 
weary of the worries of my profession, when 
I mistrust the issue, when men disgust me, 
when I am ready to curse my life, I put my 
hand on my heart where your portrait lies. 

“ By what art have you learnt how to cap- 
tivate all my faculties; to concentrate in ysour- 
self my spiritual existence—it is witchery, 
dear love, which will end only with me. To 
live for Josephine—that is the history of my 
life. I am struggling to get near you: I am 
dying to be by your side: fool that I am, I 
fail to realize how far off I am, that countries 
and provinces separate us. What an age it 
will be before you read these lines, the weak 
expressions of the fevered soul in which you 
reign. 

@“ Ah,;my winsome wife, I know not what 
fate awaits me, but if it keeps me much long- 
er from you it will be unbearable—my 
strength will not last. There was a time in 
which I prided myself on niy strength, and 
sometimes when casting my eyes on the ills 
which men might do me, on the fate that des- 
tiny might have in store for me, I have 
gazed steadily on the most incredible misfor- 
tunes without a wrinkle on my brow or a 
vestige of surprise. But today the thought 
that my Josephine might be ill, and above all 
the cruel, the fatal thought that she might 
love me less blights my soul, stops my pulse, 
makes me wretched and dejected, without 
leaving me the courage of fury and despair.”

Her childhood and girl- 
hood had been unhappy. Later she met a 
Capt. Imlay, who feigned to have the great-

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& She loved him with all a young girl's ten- 
derness and feeling, and she was not ashamed 
to let her love be known in gentlest and most 
sympathetic words. There is a sweetness and 
a true clang to all her letters, whether she 
was happy or in a mood where she doubted 
his sincerity for the moment. A typical love 
letter is the following: .) 

“Mary Wollstonecraft to Capt. Imlay. 
Past 2 o'clock, Monday, August, 1793.—I obey 
an emotion of my heart, which made me think 
of wishing thee my love good night, before I 
go to rest, with more tenderness than I can 
tomorrow, when writing a hasty line or two 
under colonel’s eye. ‘ You can scarcely imag- 
ine with what pleasure I anticipate the day 
when we are to begin almost to live together; 
and you would smile to hear how many plans 
of employment I have in my head now that I 
am confident my heart has found peace in 
your bosom. Cherish me with that dignified 
tenderness which I have only found in rou, 
and your own dear girl will try to keep under 
a quickness of feeling that. has sometimes 
given you pain, * Yes, I will be good, that I 
may deserve to be happy. and whilst you love 
me, I can not again fall into that miserable 
state which renders life a burden almost too 
heavy to be borne. 

“But good night. God bless you. Sterne 
eavs’' that is equal to a kiss; yet I would 
rather give you the kiss into the bargain, 
glowing with gratitude to heaven and affec- 
tion to you. I like the word affection be- 
cause it signifies something habitual, and we

Letter Written by Lafayette. 

There are few men who are more inter- 
esting both in public and private life than 
Gen. Lafayette. Though he was left an or- 
phan with a large fortune at the age of 13, 
he did not waste his money, his time nor his 
affection. He courted the daughter of the 
Duke de Noaillies, a family of wealth and 
rank, but he asked her to become his wife 
because he loved her. One of his most charm- 
ing letters was written to her from Charles- 
town on June 7, 1777: 

“T am still floating on this dreary plain, 
the most wearisome of all human habitations. 
To console myself a little, I think of you and 
of my friends, I think of the pleasure of see- 
ing you again. How delightful will be the 
moment of my arrival; I shall hasten to sur- 
prise and embrace you. I shall perhaps find 
you with the children. 

“To think only of that happr moment fe 
an inexpressible pleasure to me; do not fancy 
that it is distant; although the time of my 
absence will appear I own very long to me, 
yet we shall meet sooner than you can er- 
pect, without being able to fiz the dey cr 
the month of our reunion. 

“You must acknowledge, my lore, that ths 
occupation and situation I shail have are very 
different from those that were intended ‘or 
me during that useless journey. While defen4- 
ing the liberty I adore I shall enjoy perfect 
freedom myself, but I offer my services to 
that interesting republic from motives of the 
purest kind, unmixed with ambition or private 
views, her happiness and my glory are my 
only incentives to the task. 
=“ I hope that for my sake you will become 
@ good American, for that feeling is worthy 
of every noble heart. The happiness of 
America is intimately connected with the hap- 
piness of all mankind; she will become the 
safe and respected asylum of virtue. integrity, 
toleration, equality, and tranquil happiness. 

“ Good-by. Night obliges me to discontinue 
my letter, as I have recently forbidden any 
candles being used in my vessel; see how pru- 
dent I have become. Once more good-br. If 
my fingers be at all guided by my heart it is 
not necessary to see clearly that I love you, 
and that I shall love you all my» life.”

Love Knows No Creed. ‘ 


It is just a little difficult to think of a 

prim, conservative Puritan writing sweet and 
romantic love letters, and still there are few 
poets that wrote more tenderly to their lady 
loves than did John Winthrop, the first gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts. He was lord of Gro- 
ton Manor, and a lawyer by profession in 
England. He came to this country as fore- 
most leader of the Massachusetts Bay colony. 
Refore he came to America he had married for 
a third time. Margaret Tyndal of Essex was 
his third wife. They were passionately fond 
of each other and had a romantic courtship 
and wooing in England. She joined him in 
New England the year after his arrival and 
cheered him and gave him counsel in his most 
trying times. 
@ Their correspondence that remains is that 
which was written after they were married 
and separated by his coming to America. In 
1627 she wrote the following letter: 

“Most dearest and Loveinge Husband: I 
can not express my love to you as I desire 
in these poore livelesse lines, but I doe hart- 
ily wish you did see my harte how true and 
faythfull it is to you, and how much I doe de- 
sire to be allwayes with you to injoy the 
sweet comfort of your presence and those 
helps from you in sperituall and temperall 
dutyes I am so unfite to performe without 
you. 

“It makes me to see the want of you and 
wish myselfe with you, but I desire wee may 
be gided by God in all our wayes who is 
able to derect us for the best, and so I will 
wayt upon him with pactence, who is all suf- 
ficient for me. I shall not need to right much 
to you at this time. My brother Goslinge can 
tel you any thinge by word of mouth. I 
prayse God we are all hear in health as you 
left us and are glad to hear the same of you 
and all the rest of our friends at London. 

“My mother and myselfe remember our 
best love to you, and all the rest. Our chil- 
dren remember theare duty to you and thus de- 
sirnge to be remembered in your prayers I bid 
my good Husband goodnight, little Samerwell, 
thinkes it is time for me to goe to bed. and 
so I beseech the Lord to keep you in saféty 
and us all heare.

BE HEAR much nowadays of the 

City Budget, but there !s an- 

other which appeals more vi- 

tally and immediately to every 

One of us, yet to which we give little 
serious study: The Family Budget—the 
apportionment of income. How much 
shall we pay for rent? How much for 
eating, for clothes, for luxuries?—for 
luxuries have become necessities, and 
givilization is measured by its demands. 

These are vital questions in every 
family, unless we except the abnormal 
households of millionaires, and doubt- 
less anxiety as to what proportion of 
the ‘“‘unearned increment’ may be spent 
on yachts and motorcars agitates even 
their bosoms. 

Unfortunately, the questions as to pro- 
portions proper for rent, food and cloth- 
ing are not often consciously asked, 
for most of us “get along some way,” 
and are thankful if the income eventu- 
ally covers the outgo. Still others are 
forever in debt, and innocent people 
' @nally are made to suffer by never hav- 
img their bills paid. In the case of the 
very poor, the income is so small and 
wncertain that it is scarcely possible to 
consider a family budget. 

Students of theoretical budgets have 
made deductions and averages, and 
worked out an ideal division of the in- 
come: but one of the best authorities 
I know, on the condition of the New 


York poor, 


dJeciares that it is not the’ 


family, but the unit which should form 
the basis. For convenience she- calls 
the unit the adult man at moderate 
work. A woman is said to need only 
eight-tenths of the food which this mas- 
culine ‘“‘unit’’ requires, and children 
vary according to their ages. A hypo- 
thetical janitor at $50 a month would 
spend $10 or $12 a month for rent; $20 
Or $23 for food; $4 for fuel: $9 or $10 
for clothing (averaged by the year), and 
the rest for carfare, insurance and in- 
cidentals. In winter the average price 
of coal] is $6.50 a ton in New York, but 
most of the families on the lower East 
Side buy it in ten-cent packages! 
So much for our friend’s statistics of 
the very poor. The necessity of buying 
not only at retail, but in the smallest 
quantities, makes the man of the 
most meager tncome pay the highest 
price for ordinary commodities—life's 
necessities. The rich buy by the ton, 
barrel, etc., and, therefore, at wholesale 
prices. It is of no use for the econo- 
mist to .4mstruct the poor man upon this 
principle, for he has not and never can 
have the cash to purchase flour, apples, 
sugar by the barrel or canned goods by 
the dozen. 

The great majority of Americans, 
however, are neither millionaires nor 
indigent, and it certainly behooves us, 
for our own sake, to cultivate in the 
household that “efficiency’’ so much 
talked of in business. The generality 
of modern Americans are afflicted with 
a “champagne appetite and a beer in- 
come,” and the ways and means com- 
mittee of each family—consisting of the 


> 


husband and wife—should get busy early 
in life planning and proportioning the 
budget. Statistical fiends have told us 
that a large number of divorces spring 
from monetary quarréls, and what won- 
der, when one considers how haphazard 
are most people’s ways of living. The 


giving of an ‘“‘allowance’’ to the wife 


has always seemed to me to be founded 
on the assumption that the money be- 
longed to the husband, and was par- 
celed out to his spouse as to a house- 
keeper or servant. Yet the actual 
working of this plan, without doubt, 


makes for system and efficiency. Rather 
would I suggest that the couple in mod- 
erate circumstances ascertain, by keep- 
ing a record, the average amount nec- 
essary for them to live comfortably, 
and then set this aside week, 
month’ or year, and use the surplus for 
the luxuries, pleasures or investments, 
which are the rea] tests. Actual pros- 
perity depends not on what the man 
is able to earn, but what the woman 
(or they both) is able to make the 
amount accomplish. 

For a few years detailed expense ac- 
counts are necessary, valuable and most 
interesting. They even furnish a basis 
of comparison and study in after life. 
They are good training for a woman, 
and undoubtedly induce economy. How- 
ever, I would not make it an unbreak- 
able rule that one should go through 
life slavishly chronicling minutiae of 
everyday ‘iving. After the first few 
years one should have reduced house- 
hold administration to a system, and 
should have deduced the knowledge of 
the average amount of money requl- 
site to keep that particular family going 
at the same plane of extravagance or 
economy. There are bigger things than 
daily expense items on which to focus 
one’s growing business powers; new in- 
ventions are coming in; will it ‘‘pay’’ 
that family to purchase them? The 
surplus income has to be invested and 
the interest reinvested. This is a mat- 
ter wholly outside the husband’s espe- 
cial business or profession, and affords 
the wife a fine opportunity for develop- 
ment and growth. I take it for granted 
that long before this she has opened an 
account in a bank, and pays everything 
by check. Even a household 
should be run on sane business princl- 
ples. 

The man and woman, then, 
that their income admits of their spend- 
ing a certain amount yearly for the ac- 
tual needs of home, and have 
made themselves an allowance, within 
the income. They should not forget to 
make each child ‘an allowance, how- 
ever small, which he or she should be 
free to spend independent of interfer- 
ence, except as to health regulations 
and qualifications. Ptobably no joy 
equals the child's first feeling of inde- 
pendence, or the value of the lessons

learned by his first efforts to manipu-' 


late his little income, be it but a few 
cents weekly. The family business thus 
becomes, in a@ sense, a co-operative en- 
terprise, in which al] the members have 
a lively interest, and there are no feel- 
ings of against ‘‘the boss,” 
strikes and bitterness. Household econ- 
omy is not a trivial matter. One woman 
will just manage to get the rent paid 
and the bills met on $30 weekly; another, 
in apparently the same environment, 
facing identical conditions, will do all 
this, and in addition buy theater tickets, 
a few books, and thus increase the fam- 
ily’s happiness, culture and feed mind 
as well as body. It is a difference in 
efficiency. “Is chuck roast at 14 cents 
a pound cheaper than sirloin at 22 cents 
when all facts are known?’ propounds 
one domestic science teacher. 

The surface value should not always 
determine the cheapness. Generally 
speaking, homemade food is more appe- 
tizing and less expensive. But the 
cheapness does not take into account 
fuel, time and labor. That is because

the world is not accustomed to reckon- 
ing the home-maker’s work and time as 
having any value whatever. When we 
however, the over- 

time that might 
have been more profitably and agreeably 
employed, and the fact that the prod-

uct is not necessarily better than 
that of a factory, the home-produced 
article sometimes is more expensive! 
There is no virtue In drudgery, per se; 
what the modern housekeeper should 
strive for is the maximum of comfort, 
health and effictency in the home, with 
the minimum of effort.

Fortunately for our purses, the most 
nutritive foods are usually the cheapest. 
Lamb stew, potatoes, whole wheat 
bread, apples, prunes and all cooked 
fruits amd cereals (especially corn, 
wheat and oats), brown rice shorn of 
talcum—al] these are the nutritive foods 
that may furnish a diet at an incoOn- 
celvably low cost, yet be far better for 
brain and brawn than charlotte russe 
and French pastry. 

Economists have figured didactically 
that the rent should be one-third of the 
income. Let us measure our own homes 
by that test. First, de we live in Phila-

delphiea, or in Podunk, Kansas? When 
people generalize they do not consider 
the enormous difference in the cost of 
living which geography makes, A small, 
ordinary flat in a big city rents for at 
least $30 a month—a livable one for $50. 
In a village a suite of rooms correspond- 
ing to this could be had for $15, or less. 
It is possible that salaries fluctuate in 
somewhat the same proportion in the 
emal! but with 
fixed scales of prices for many grades 
of work, union labor, etc., it is doubt- 
ful if there exists a serious discrep- 
ancy geographically. 

Assuming, then, that we live in a 
good-sized city, and our wages amount 
to $75 a month, should we pay Out $25 
for rent? QDecidedly no—not even to 
please the household economs’ . 

Again, the number o “Ss com- 
prising the family is a . winining fac- 
tor in the expenditure. two may ap- 
portion the wage much more liberally 
than can six. Frequently the larger the 
family the smaller the income, Yet the 
large number surely needs the bigger 
fiat. If $2 went for rent there would 
remain but $60 for fuel, gas, laundry, 
food, carfare, doctor's bills, clothes, 
etc., for six people. 

Should the family income be $150 
monthly, according to the schedule, $50 
would go for rent—a preposterous pro- 
portion. In the case of $250 the rent 
would be about $83. When we ascend to 
an income of $25,000 yearly, the rent 
would be over $8300—an absurdity. Such 
afamily probably would pay something 
like $2500 for the house or apartment, 
which would be only ome-tenth of 
their income. Being unable to consider 
values, many shiftless persons of bad 
judgment pay far too great a propor- 
tion for rent. Often they land in some 
fashionable locality, where they are pay- 
ing for fictitious values and gaining 
nothing vital. 

Undoubtedly rent, food and clothes are 
the items that most concern all of us. 

Food varies according to place, sea- 
son and taste. In these days, when hot- 
house fruits and vegetables are easily 
procurable al] winter; of exquisite pre- 
serves, mushrooms, fancy olives, expen- 
sive bottled goods and “table delicacies,”’

Make into small 
steaks and pan-broil. Spread while hot 
with butter and sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. 

The carrots for Monday’s dinner are 
cut in dice, boiled till tender, drained 
and browned in 2 tablespoons of hot 
butter. Serve arounf the steaks, 
Jaune Mange,—Soak 1 ounce of gelatin 
in % cup of cold water. Add to 1 cup 
of boiling water and stir till dissolved. 
Take frum the fire and pour over the 
beaten yolks of 4 eggs, beating steatlily. 
Return to the fire, add 1 cup of pow- 
dered sugar, % teaspoon of cinnamon, 
the juice and half of the grated peel of 
1 orange.

cup of sherry; pour into a mold and 
chill. Serve with whipped cream. 

The junket for Tuésday’s luncheon is 
simply flavored with vanilla and served 
with preserved ginger. 

For Tuesday's dinner vary the rhu- 
barb pie by baking with an under crust 
only and covering the top; when cold, 
with sweetened and flavored whipped 
cream, 

The Little Neck clams for Wednes- 
day's dinner party should be served on 
the half shell. The mushrooms may be 
pared, browned in butter and placed in 
buttered ramekins. Add a little cream, 
Salt and white pepper to each ramekin, 
set in a pay of hot water and put ina 
moderate oven til] very hot, but see 
that the cream does not boil. The 
potatoes should be very small and 
to resemble the potato balls, 
shaped with a small 
and should be buttered and sprinkled 
with chopped parsley. The salad may 
be arranged in individval portions, a few 
stalks of asparagus laid on a leaf of 
lettuce and the tips held together with 
a ring cut from a green pepper. Make 
little balis of the cream chceése and roll 
in grated American cheese. 

For the cheese cups, mix: together 4 
pound cheese broken in very small 
pleces, % cup of fresh breadcrumbs, 1 
beaten egg and 1% cups of milk, adding 
seasoning of salt, pepper and a very 
little ground mustard. Pour into greased 
ramekins and bake fifteen minutes, 

The vegetable salad for Thursday's 
luncheon is made of any left-over vege- 
tables from Wednesday's dinner, served 
with French dressing. 

The sauce tartare is a mayonnaise 
dressing to which has been added 
chopped gherkins, capers and a little 
lemon juice. 

Sponge Pudding.—Beat stiff the whites

of 3 eggs. Boil together 1 cup of water 
and 1 of sugar. Add 1 teaspoon of va- 
nilla, 1 tablespoon of gelatin softened 
in cold water, and remove from the fire, 
Fold in the beaten whites of the eggs;

with pink vegetable coloring and let 
Stand until cold and nearly set.. Pour 
one part into a mold, keeping the other 
part just warm enough to prevent set- 
ting until the rest is solid.

The browned hash for Saturday’s 
breakfast is from the remains of Thurs- 
day's steak. 

Bean Stew.—Soak overnight 
Mexican beans, The next morning boil 
for five minutes in fresh water and 
drain. Add 2 quarts of boing water 
and let cook slowly for two hours. At 
serving time brown 2 chopped onions 
in 2 tablespoons of butter: drain the 
beans and add to the onions. Add 1 
cup of strained tomatoes, seasan with 
salt and pepper and cover closely: Let 
stew for twenty minutes. Serve very 
hot, with or without boiled rice used as 
a border. 

Spanish Omelet.—Cook together- in 1 
tablespoon of butter 1 chopped green 
pepper, 45 sliced onion: add 1% cups of 
tomato; add salt and cook slowly for 
fifteen minutes. Make an omelet by 
your usual rule, and just before fold- 
ing spread with part of the tomato mix- 
ture. Turn out on a hot platter and 
serve with the rest of the sauce poured 
around it. 


For the frozen fruit cream, cut in 
halves % pound raisins; add to 1 cup 
of orange juice and let stand overnight. 
Crush enough macaroons to make % 
cup; add to the raisins. Whip 1 pint of 
cream very stiff, flavor with % cup of 
powdered sugar; add the macaroons and 
raisins; pour into a mold and pack in 
‘ice and salt for five hours.

the buyer is tempted continually to ex- 
travagance. Raw materials invariably 
are much cheaper, and, as has been 
pointed out, if the housewife’s time and 
labor are regarded as worth _ nothing, 
often foods may be more cheaply pre- 
pared at home. Much may be said, 
however, for the purity and excellence 
of the prepared products of some of the 
model factories. All things being con- 
sidered, they frequently are as cheap 
and more sanitary than goods cooked 
in the average home kitchen by the 
average siatternly and ignorant maid- 
of-all-work. 

Sometimes food that costs consider- 
able is in the long run the cheapest, as 
in the case of eggs and milk, which 
should always be of the best grade pro- 
curable. In the broadest sense, food 


that makes for health and efficiency is 
the cheapest and best. We are apt not 
to realize that drugs and physicians’ 
fees, poor work and lassitude are a re- 
sult of ‘‘cheap”’ food, in the sense of 
bad food. 

Clothing, carfare and other expendi- 
tures must be worked out as an indi- 
vidual problem. The matter of labor- 
saving devices has been touched upon. 
The woman who has pride in her 
“plant’’ naturally yearns for improve- 
ments. Vacuum cleaners, fireless cook- 
ers, an individual garbage consumer— 
all make for cleanlinéss and sanitation, 
and doubtless ‘“‘pay’’ in the long run. 
They often are extremely expensive, at 
present. 
for the manipulator of the family ®hd- 
get being so stingy as to preclude the 
many simple little devices which are 
cheap and minimize human toil. 

The cost of modern living is so high 
that with many it seems an impossible 
problem to stretch the man’s carning 
capacity to cover the actual house- 
hold expenses. The knot is cut, some- 
times, by the women of the family earn- 
ing money, and adding many comforts 
and luxuries. Public opinion is so con- 
servative on this point that only re- 
cently have the old maid sisters and the

THE BACK YARD 


VERY one has seen examples of 
K back yards whose chief function 

seemed to be to serve as a de- 
pository for all kinds and varietierc <¢f 
junk, from the old, sourea 
tomato cans from the kitchen to the 
skeletons of umbrellas from the hall 
whose age of retirement had been at- 
tained. | 

Did you ever stop to think, Mrs. 
Farmer's Wife, what such a state of 
affairs means? First, but not the most 
important, is the fact that a back yard 
possessing these eRe ke char- 
acteristics is an infallible Sndication of 
what kind of a housekeeper is the 
woman in the house who is responsible 
for this back vard. Do not think for 
an instant that a spick-span house- 
keeper will allow her yard to develop 
into a rubbish heap and garbage de- 
posit. 

But this phase of the evil is the least 
of the trouble. The worst of such a 
state of affairs is that every sanitary 
law is being directly violated. The 
kitchen garbage matter being thrown 
out there and allowed to decay offers 
@ possible source of disease germs, 


such as typhoid, malaria and other 
malignant pests. And what a good 
Opportunity for files. whose filthy na@e 
ture revels {n such refuse. Sometimes, 
yes, very often in yards of this sort, 
an open drain stretches its slimy lenztr3 
across the middle of the yard. Anég ;- 
is no unusual thing at all to find $6Fsen 
this lacking, the custom being to ‘suf. 
the contents of the dishpan, washing 
utensils and other slop out of the bass 
door. 

If all solid garbage, such as paring 
bones and miscellaneous refuse, is kets? 
free from water, it can be burned wita 
little trouble. During the winter 
months use the cookstove or furnace, 
in summer, if you have no range, the 
garbage may be buried in the garden, 
thus preventing it from contaminating 
tge air and attracting files. 

This method may be objected to on 
the score of the extra work: but if the 
health of the family or the entire com- 
munity is valued, the filthy, greasy, fly- 
attracting masses of garbage which are 
to be found in many back yards must 
be abolished, even at the cost of tin 
and effort.

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How the Plagues 
of Pharaoh, the 
Exodus and the 
Wanderings of 
Ulysses Are Made 
to Live Again 


HEN, a little over a year 
ago, Mrs. Helen Hunt Jack: 
eon’s novel “Ramona” was 

etaged among the mountains of 
Ventura County, California, for the 
benefit of the motion picture ma- 


chine, the venture was acclaimed as 
one of immense enterprise. It was 
jn Ventura County that the action 
of the novel took place, and to at- 
ideal of realism 
seemed to mark a limit of achieve 
ment for the moving pictures. 

But a little later a French com- 
pany wanted to put the execution of 
Charlotte Corday, herself the ex- 
ecutioner of the villiainous Marat, 
“on the films.” 

They got permission to use the old 
Place de la Greve, where the execu- 
tion actually took place; constructed 
an absolute reproduction of the first 
guillotine, drilled several hundred 
performers and carried out the play 
with such fidelity to detail and 
earnestness that the business of 
Paris was stopped for a whole day 
by it. Surely, said every one, real- 
igém can now go no further. 

And in answer to that came thse 
recent staging of Dante’s Inferno— 
not, of course; in the original sur- 
roundings of the great classic, but 
in such a faithful imitation of them 
as to give these remarkable films a 
permanent place in realism’s Hall 
of Fame. The costumes of the time 
were studied by scholars and copied 
by artists; archivea and galleries 
searched for descriptions and por- 
traits of the notables whom the 
Florentine consigned to torment 
and every artifice of the stage was 
called upon to give the background 
for the action. The film cost 
roughly $200,000, called upon the 
services of a thousand persons, took 
eix months to properly rehearse and 
was a year getting “on the curtain.” 

Now moving picture realism, aim- 
ing for another record, is just 
starting one astonishing and 
picturesque undertaking and has 
just finished another, almost, if not, 
quite as amazing. The first is to 
reproduce the Biblical Exodus in its 
own historic setting. This will in- 
clude the reproduction of the 
Plagues of Pharaoh, the Crossing of 
the Red Sea and the stupendous 
epectacle of the overwhelming of 
Pharaoh’s hosts in that sea. When 
this ts finished the same company 
will go to the Holy Land and there 
portray, just where they occurred, 
the great passages in the life of our 
Saviour! 

On the first of December a com- 
pany of twelve moving picture per- 
formers,’ headed by Miss Gene 
Gauntier. a famous heroine of five

It will be seen at 
once how stupendous 
such an undertaking 
as this ie—big enough 
to make it of interest 
even to those who do 
not quite approve af 
the moving picturé 
idea. For the next six 
months this reheafs- 
ing, making of cos- 
tumes, reconstruction 
of dead civilization 
will go steadily on. 
Then all will be ready. 
Down to the banks of 
the Nile will steal th¢ 
mother of Moses. She 
will place her baby in

hundred films, left New York for 
Egypt. There were three women, 
two children and seven men. These 
are the principal characters first of 
the Exodus, later of the Holy Land 
pictures. They were accompanied 
by stage directors, camera men, 
make-up artists, a Biblical expert, 
an ‘expert in costume, and all the 
other adjuncts of a frst clase 
theatre. 

They went straight to Luxor on 
the Nile, whose ruins of ancient 
Egypt are one of the wonders of the 
werld to-day. Here the company 
has its headquarters. The sculp- 
tured palaces of the Pharaohs and 
the colossal remains of the old civil- 
ization are all about them to give 
them inspiration. 

While the principals are studying 
their parts skilled carpenters are 
making, from the old models in the 
museum at Cairo, scores of chariots 
just like those with which Pharaoh 
and Pharsoh’s warriors pursued 
Moses and the Children of lerael. 
Other artificers are making copies 
of the bows and javelins used by 
the ancient Egyptian warriors. Still 
others are making the elaborate 
costumes for the principals and hun 
dreds of dresses for the natives who 
will take the part of the Jews and 
of their oppressors. Every detail 
must be as far as possible -his- 
torically accurate. From the paint- 
ings in the tombs the style of halr 
dressing of the period, the etiquette 
of the court, the manner of orna- 
mentation are being studied 

And at the same time great re- 
constructions of the interior of 
Pharaoh’s palace are being made of 
wood and stucco for the staging of 
the earlier scenes of the Exodus and 
for the presentation of many of the 
plagues. From five hundred to a 
thousand Felaheen are being re 
hearsed daily in the action of the 
picture drama from the abandoning 
of Moses among the bullirushes to 
the last scene of destruction 
among the returning weiers of the 
Red Sea! 
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Is Travelling Over 
Egypt, Learning to Be a Pharaoh's 


the little wooden boat 
and steal away again. 
Down will come the 
Princess of Egypt and 
her maidens. and there 
will find the baby. In the palace 
of Pharaoh will be seen the old life 
that has been dust for thousands of 
years. The dancing girls—whole 
troupes have been engaged—will 
float before the ruler of Upper and 
Lower Egypt. Moses. now a youth, 
will watch them. 

The scene will change to one of 
the old brickyards, where the cap 
tive tribes are working “making 
bricks without straw,” under the 
lashes of the taskmasters. The 
ancient methods will be followed ac- 
curately. Then will come the swift 
tragedy wherein Moses kills the 
overseer and flees. 

He will return and before the 
Pharaoh plead for the release of his 
race. Within the reconstructed 
palace will be enacted the plagues. 
There will be the plague of the 
flles—and say the stage directions, 
always striving for realism, “Push 
the camera close up to the face of 
the Pharaoh, showing it covered 
With the black flies, the food cov: 
ered with them, etc.” How the flies 
will be gathered does not appear— 
but there are always flies in Egypt. 
There will appear again the death 
of the first born, and al] the other 
curses with which the hard-hearted 
Pharaoh was afflicted. Then he will 
again allow the tribes to go. 

Over the passage between the 
banked waters of the Red Sea the 
camera will watch the Jews pass to 
safety. It will not be the actual Red 
Sea, but it will seem like it. Then 
down will come the hosts of 
Pharaoh, and the gigantio waves 
will seem to rush over them and 
overwhelm them in one terrifying 
chaos of waters. 

And then—all will be over. Back 
to the dust will return the life of 
old Egypt, the palaces of a night be 
swept away, the war panoply and 
the rushing chariots disappear. . 

But the Exodus will live again in 
thousands of films over all the 
world! The expenses of such. a 
thing are enormous. Between $200,- 
000 and $300,000, the Kalem Com- 
pany, who are responsible for the 
idea, put them. But the popularity 
of the moving pictures would make 
even a greater expenditure than this 
safe, they say. 

How the overwhelming of Pha 
raoh’s hosts will seen to be accom: 
plished is one of the trade secrets 
yet simple to explain. Much of 
the puzzling scenes in the motion 
pictures, the kind of thing that 
makes you say, “Now, how do they 
do that?” are effects worked out on 
the films themselves after the pict- 
ures are taken. Such a scene as 
this, however, needs the most care. 
ful stage management. The tribes 
will cross some shallow body of 
water, but they will be rehearsed 
to gesture and to fall as though 
they were being swept away by 
tons of water Chariots will turn 
back to flee, men will throw up 
despairing hands and drop, panic 
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will seem to reign—and the water 
will be very peaceful really, and in 
the main but ankle deep! 

Afterwards another film showing 
@ raging sea sweeping on will be 
superimposed upon this posed panic. 
It. will be carefully joined and “doc- 
tored.”’ 

The men who fall in a few inches 
of water will seem to fall and be 
swept away by a flood. On the 
shore the tribes will. watch the de- 
struction and send up songs of 
thanksgiving. 

It will take a whole year for this 
amazing essay into realism to be 
worked out finally for production. 
After the ancient Egypt has been 
revived and sent back to dust again 
the same troupes will make their 
way to the Holy Land. There with

How the Exodus Is Stagé Managed ft

N this condensed version of the great national epic of 
Judaism is depicted the deliverance of the Israelites 
from bondage, their flight from Egypt into Palestine 


under the leadership of Moses and Aaron, the overthrow of 
the pursuing Pharaoh and his army in the Red Sea, and 
the final entry of the Israelites into the promised land. 

Period. About 1300 B. C. 

The story opens in the Land of Goshen (that portion of 
the Egvption Delta lying between Tanta and Ismailieh); 
the second act takes place in the peninsula of Sinai; while 
the succeeding acts are in Thebes and its vicinity or in the 
Land of Goshen. 

Characters: Moses, the Hebrew Prophet. At the time 
the episode of the Exodus began he was eighty years of 
age and a herder of sheep in the Peninsula of Sinai. 

Aaron, the brother of Moses. At the beginning of the 
Exodus he was ninecy years old and, like his brother, dwelt 
with other nomads in the Peninsula of Sinai. While Moses 
was stern, silent and taciturn, Aaron was talkative, gesticu- 
lative, and something of an orator. 

Rameses II., King of Egypt, the “wicked Pharaoh” of 
the Bible. Rameses was at this time probably about forty 
years of age, stern, tyrarnical and overbearing. He held 
his splendid court at Thebes, across the Nile from the 
modern Luxor 

Hebrews, Egyptian courtiers, 
guards, soldiers, etc. 

Though all of the chief features of the story of the 
Exodus, as given in the Bible, are contained in the scenario, 
it is quite likely that the limitations of the camera will 
make it necessary to omit certain of them. Though I have 
indicated in each act the actual location where the actions 
took place, many, if not ail of the scenes can be enacted 
to better advantage in the vicinity of Luxor than they 
could on the original sites. I have made no attempt to 
describe the costumes which should be worn but would 
strongly urge that the actors be guided 
by the illustrations in the Tissot Bible.

13.—Needless to say, there is no necessity of enacting this 
or the following scene on the shores of the Red Sea 
itself. There are plenty of places in the vicinity of Luxor 
or Assuan where shallow bodies of water can be found 
which would answer quite as well. The Israclites did 
not cross the Red Sea dry shod, but they waded through 
comparsetively shallow water. In Act X, the crossing 
of the Red Sea, therefore, the water should be shown 
coming up to the Israclites’ waist. The whole effect 
of this scéne will be lost unless you can get enough 
people in it to make it convincing.

A film which is doinga great work 
is called “Boil Your Water.” It 
teaches a lesson of sanitary precau- 
tion. Here the moving picture ts 
used in connection with the micro- 
scope. The film shows the bacteria 
in a drop of water magnified ten 
thousand times. Nothing could con: 
vey to the mind of elther children 
or adults the folly of drinking such 
fluid than the succession of horrors 
that wriggle and writhe on the 
screen. The water is then shown 
being boiled. Afterward the boiled 
water is shown entirely clear of bac- 
teria. 

Nothing has done more for public 
health than the films showing the 
hideous progress of the common 
house fly in its frequent flights from 
filth to the sugar bowl or the lips of 
a sleeping baby. These films ruth- 
lessly exposed the whole life of the 
fiy. Enlargements showed the sticky 
feet, which catch up thousands of 
harmful] bacilli, and even showed 
the bacilli thamselves wriggling in 
a culture from the feet of the fly 
and their fight in the blood of an 
animal. The slogan “Kill That Fly” 
received a hundred-fold volume 
from the graphic presentation of 
just why it should be killed. 

The New York Milk Committee 
prepared another film of just as 
great health value. It showed the 
unsanitary stable, the milkman milk- 
ing with unwashed hands, the sick- 
ness that followed. Against it was 
the clean, sanitary stable. This film 
wag used in agricultural communl- 
ties and had great results.

gestive glands of dogs performed by Professor l. 

P. Pavlov, director of the Imperial Institute of 
Medicine at St. Petersburg, were described in this news 
paper a few weeks ago. 

Profesor Pavlov disconnected the gullet of a dog 80 
that food put in the animal’s mouth fell out of a tube 
without going to its stomach, while he ran another tube 
into the stomach through which the digestive juices 
could be drawn uncontaminated by food. He found that 
the passage of the food through the mouth stimulated 
the appropriate flow of juice in the stomach. The mere 
sight of food, indeed, excited gastric juice. He per- 
formed hundreds of experiments along these lines. 

In one portion of his great work Professor Pavlov 
discusses the direct application of his experiments to 
human beings. One great principle which they establish 
is that the psychic or mental influence is dominant in 
arousing appetite. Indeed, meat introduced directly into 
the stomach unobserved by the dog usually excited no 
gastric juice at all. 

From this the further important conclusion for human 
beitlgs follows that appetite is absolutely essential to 
good digestion. The first flow of digestive juice aroused 
by the nervous centres the Professor calls “appetite 
juice.” This truth was lop’. appreciated by common 
people, but diet doctors ‘"  yrecent years have disre 
garded it, believing th: they could cure indigestion 
by purely chemical or wven mechanical means. 

Science, therefore, teaches us that we must eat with 
attention and enjoyment. A well laid table, flowers, 
company, a special room, special dress and even for 
some people, set prayers, all help to excite “appetite 
juice.” 

These formal surrundings put a person in an eating 
frame of mind and drive away other thoughts. The

S of the remarkable experiments upon the di- 


same amount of equally good food. taken amid a man’s 
business surroundings, could not be as well aigesteé 
and might do serious harm. We may have heard that 
this was so, and now we know from Professor Pavlov’s 
experiments why it is so. 

Heated discussions and serious reading must be 
avoided while you are eating, because they hold back 
digestion through the nervous system. A dog’s diges- 
tive juice was observed to flow freely at the sight of 
food, but when another dog was allowed to eat the 
food while the first was restrained, his gastric juice 
stopped immediately. 

Though you begin a meal without appetite, this may 
be awakened by something piquant that stimulates the 
nervous appetite centres. 

A normal! food is that eaten with appetite and enjoy- 
ment. Professor Pavlov’s experiments show that 
every other form of eating, whether by force, persuasion 
or doctor’s orders, soon becomes worse than useless. 

To promote the secretory activity of the stomach you 
must first restore appetite. It was found that small 
portions of food given to a dog repeatedly excited much 
more and much stronger digestive fluid than when the 
whole ration wags given at one time. This indicates one 
rational way of restoring a weak stomach, but the dl- 
gestive secretions must not be overestimated. 

In indigestion the mucous surface of the stomach is 
frequently damaged so that it fails to respond to normal 
stimulation. In such cases a strong psychic excitation, 
that is, a keen feeling of appetite excited through the 
nerve centres, will evoke a secretory impulse in the 
central nervous system and send it unobstructed to the 
glands, which lie in the deeper and as yet uninjured 
layers of the mucous membrane of the stomach. 

The experiments teach doctors that they should re 
move the victim of long continued chronic dyspepsia 


from his customary surroundings in order to excite 
“aspetits sutce.” 

Take the case of a dyspeptic Drain warses Who can- 
not take his thoughts off his work. He pays no atten- 
tion to what he eats, and, therefore, he doesn’t digest. 
His mind produces no “appette juice.” 


The food remains too long in his digestive canal, 
decomposes and causes disease. No medicine can help 
this man. The only thing to do is take him away from 
his surroundings. 


The Professor remarks that the Russians are very 
unmethodical eaters, and therefore very dyspeptic. He 
considers it a mistake, however, to accustom children 
to unvarying gustatory sensation, because they will 
provoke a certain type of stomach secretions and the 
child may be rendered unfit to meet the varying de 
mands of digestion in after life. 


There has been much medical discussion of the value 
of bitters and stomach tonics, medical opinion recently 
tending to hold that they were not of much value. Pro- 
fessor Pavlov introduced bitters directly into the 
stomach of a dog without passing through his throat 
and found that they provoked no secretion. But when 
Placed on his tongue they did provide a secretion. 

The conclusion was that the bitters first provoked 
appetite and then induced secretion from the stomach 
glands. Their effect was really on the gustatory nerves 
and not directly on the stomach. 


Sometimes a state of indigestion makes food tasteless. 
Then a strong stimulus like a bitter may restore the 
power of taste. This is best attained by exciting 
a sharp, unpleasant gustatory impression, which facili- 
tates the awakening of a pleasant one. 

The same facts explain why sauces and all kinds of 
condiments excite appetite. When the appetite has 


been aroused, a hot soup increases the already started 
flow of gastric juice. 

The quantity of gastric juice is closeiy related to the 
supply of water in the organism. A dog whose supply of 
water was cut down to a distressing limit, althoug2 
plenty of food was given him, secreted hardly any gas- 
tric juice after three days. While another dog, who re 
ceived all the water he wanted, secreted gastric juice 
freely for three weeks, although deprived of nourish- 
ment. « 

When a man produces very little “appetite juice” his 
meal should begin with a strong chemical excitant, 
such as a solution of the extractives of meat. Other- 
wise the solid foods will remain in the stomach without 
digesting. nian, 

The conventional way of ending a meal with a swe 
is rational and scientific. After the hunger is appeased, 
a wholesome sweet, by arousing agreeable sensations, 
stimulates the gustatory nerves to continue digesting 
the heavy food without putting a further considerable 
burden on the digestion. 

The Professor’s experiments show why acid, vinegar, 
sour wine, fruits, green vegetables, hydrochloric and 
phosphoric acids as prescribed in medicine may aid 
digestion in some cases. An acid reaction is neces. 
sary for the efficient action of the peptic ferment in 
the stomach and is also the strongest excitant of the 
pancreatic gland, which digests food passed by the 
stomach. — 

Where too little gastric juice flows, acids May assist 
digestion in the stomach, or they may bring about 
vicarious digestion by the pancreas. 

Starchy food particularly calls for acids That is 
why we find that women who consume very large quan- 
tities of bread, cakes and other starchy foods, exhibit 
a powerful craving for pickles.

Now if you take a dirty rag and rub it 
over a piece of board you will see that no 
dirt has been left upon the really smooth por- 
tions, but that a number of little holes and 
scratches have become dark. This is because 
the rag has left behind in each of these irreg- 


ularities some of its dirt. In the same way 
a dishcloth, passing over the surface of the 
dishes, leaves in the little cracks and flaws 
bits of grease, and if there are any disease 
germs on it it leaves them, too. 

For the average person the best way is to 
keep a supply of dishcloths made from crash 
towelling, which is cheap and does not offer 
the same possibilities to germs ag more loose 
ly woven stuffs.

If you have been 
brought into contact with typhoid conditions 
or are going to travel, get vaccinated. If you 
have headaches, due to no accountable 
reasons, have a thorough examination. It 
may prevent a brain trouble, nervous break.

When NOT to BRACE UP.

The trouble with all three systems of ventilation now 
in use in American sleeping cars is that the amount 
of fresh air supplied depends directly on the speed of 
the car. All these systems are designed to change the 
air in the car about every four minutes and they ac- 
complish this desirable purpose reasonably well when 
the train is running at high speed. But when the train 


air when the train is standing still or running at low 
speed. But even with this improvement the problems 
of temperature and humidity remain unsolved. 

There seems to be no practical method of regulating 
the humidity or amount of moisture in the air of a 
sleeping car. Experts who are studying the subject 
believe, however, that they will soon be able to make 
the sleeper at least 100 per cent more comfortable by 
the discovery of a means of regulating the tempera- 
ture.

Those who are for- 
tunate enough, especially women taking care 
of their homes, should lie down and rest a 
little while when they are all tired out. Brac 
ing up is simply adding more strain to the’ 
nervous system. 

But not only has the housewife the op 
portunity to relax. The man in the office 
may do so, and he will find himself greatly 
benefitted. When at your desk and feeling 
all worn out, do not straighten up your shoul- 
ders and redouble your efforts, just sag back 
in your chair for ten minutes, think of some 
thing pleasant, and you will be far more 
benefitted than if you tried to spurt ahead 
with your work without a few minutes 
rest.

These are elemen- 
tal facts known to all who have been 
trained to take care of their gift of

who have not been so trained, or 
who have scorned the tralning, I 
gladly describe the methods. 

First, as to how to give a wet or 
dry shampoo. I have found the best 
method is to have a bottle of liquid 
shampoo ready. The safestisa pure 
s0ap—I use white Castile—that has 
been shaved, then melted by adding 
warm water to it, and stirring now 
and then until !t- forms a jelly. I 
keep this in my bathroom ready for 
the shampoo. When I want a wet 
shampoo I part my hair from the 
middle of the forehead in a straight 
line to the neck. From this line I 
make other parts extending down to 
the ears, to the temples and to the 
Sides of the neck. The hair is 
brushed smoothly away from each 
part. A handful of the jelly is poured 
into a washbowl and over it is 
poured warm water. I never use 
hot water for my hair because I be 
lieve extremes of temperature have 
an {lleffect upon the scalp. In fact 
I have always believed that extremes 
of heat and cold are as dangerous to 
the hair as to the face. I dip a soft 
toothbrush into the warm water ip 
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spread with moistened cornmeal across the dry, yellow neck.” 


which the soap jelly has melted and 
gently scrub the partings of the hair. 
When that !s finished empty the 
water, and this time dipping my 
fingers into the water, I rub the 
scaip all over with the cushions of 
the fingers. When the water is at a'l 
clouded I pour it out and use fresh 
water. A sign that the hair has been 
thoroughly cleansed is that the 
water that drips from !t “runs clear.” 

A most important part of thea 
shampoo is to thoroughly remove 
the soap from the hafr. This !s 
done bv ponring cool, not cold water, 
over the head. he old fashioned 
pitcher can well be used tn this way. 
A shower can be given with @ sprav 
attachment to a bathtub. These 
are cheap enough to be within 
the reach of persons of moder- 
ate means, and thev scatter the 
water well instead of pouring if 
fteadily onone spot. For this reason 
the larger the spray the better. The 
best one fs that which is of the same 
size as the head. 

There are hot alr funnels, electrt- 
cal appliances and many devices for 
drying the hair. The best, I be 
lieve. is t cheapest, except fn out- 
lay of time, drying with a towel, in 
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the most sunshiny corner of your 
room, or, in the Summer, of your 
roof or your garden 

A dry shampoo, with hatr tonie, 
should be applied to the scalp in the 
same way I described as the begin- 
ning of the wet shampoo. Part the 
hair in as many directions and with 
aS Many parts as possible, and with 
a soft tooth brush rub the tonie into 
the scalp.

April 24, 192%-—Dear 
ars: The Georgia Federation of 
“omen has learned by correspondence 
sth the headg of six schools of the 
Meate university system. 

4 First—That these schools are either 
without, or most inadequately 
with hospital facilities, and

What the omen of Georgia 
learned of the need of infirmaries at 
state institutions, we hereby respect- 
fully call your attention. 

At the State Normal school, at Ath- 
there are two small rooms supplied 
almost wholly by the kind-hearted 
chancellor himself. In a recent let- 
ter to a member of the federation com- 
mittee he writes of the many cases 
there of mumps and measles and the 
jmminent closing of the college. “If 
we had been able to treat our boys 
‘properly we wonld have isolated both 
of these diseases and saved much 
trouble and suffering. I am not writ- 
ing this to stimulate your efforts, but 
to assure you that I appreciate the 
value of your undertaking.” 

At the tSate Normal school, at Ath- 
ens, are 580 girls and 70 young men, 
who are there for earnest effort, to 
acquire a means of livelihood and 
ways to support whole families who 
have denied themselves to educate 
this one. When these young peopie 
are sick theré are only two loosely, 
ili-fitted rooms, where they may be 
cared for, or else be sent home, sicker 
at heart than in body. 

The Georgia Normal and Industrial 
school and the State Military college 
receive and gtve to Georgia many of 
her best -citizens, yet have no place

is complete. 

In every instance the presidents of 
the six schools welcome the proposi- 
tion of help from the Georgia women. 
acknowledge the great need and will 
no doubt rejoice when you and vour 
co-legislators shall make the nevessarv 
wppropriation for the building and 
maintenance of the modest infirmaries 
necessary. 

The chancellor of the University of 
Georgia in a recent bulletin reports: 

“In all of the schools of the uni- 
versity system there has been good 
work and ‘marked increase, the total 
enrollment of the past year being 
4.025, against 3,549 for 1908-1909. No 
similar body of students is cared for 
at such gmall cost in any state within 
my knowledge. The state has reason 
for pride in the schools which com- 
pose the university svstem.”

Industrial Training Is an Es- 
sential of Culture, Say 
Modern Pedagogues.

Perhaps no educational question is 
receiving more attention in America 
at the present time than the question 
of industrial education. This fact is 
due to a number of conaiderations, 
Manufacturers have realized the supe- 
riority of workmanship in countries 
where such training is given young 
people; and having to put thelr pro- 
ducts into competition with the pro- 
ducts of these school-trained workmen, 
they have come more and more to de- 
such training for those oY our 
young people who need it. 

Another source of this interest Is 
the line of activities instituted by the 
late Dr. L, A. Knapp In 
with the agricultural industries.

About February 18 The Athens Daily 
Tribune, a new and enterprising jour- 
nal, offered three capital prizes to the 
ones securing the greatest number of 
subscribers. Two weeks after the 
contest opened the Athens Woman’s 
club decided to enT®r for first prize un- 
der the name of their president, Mrs. 
A. O. Harpe! The first ten days many 
subscribers were secured. Discourage- 
ment then came from those approach- 
ed, who said: “We are so besieged by 
contestants that we cannot subscribe 
through any one of them. The elub 
Was about to give up the race, when i!t 
occurred to the committée to work af 
advertising scheme. They accordingly 
made a bulletin board. advertising the 
merchant for six months for $2.50, with 
rhe Tribune included, and one year 
for $5 with one year's subscription in- 
cluded. The scheme worked like wild- 
fire. <All the merchants in the town 
and the surrounding country took an 
advertisement and got the paper free 
and the club got the automobile. 

On Saturday, April 13, the Athens 
Woman's club had 1,136,415 votes 
nearly 300,000 more than any other 
contestant. 

The first prize was an Overland car 
and Was awarded to Mrs. A. O. Harper, 
the representative of the Athens Wom- 
ans club. She, with Mra T. F .Green 
the treasurer, and a humber of ener- 
etic co-workers, conducted the cam- 
paign which resulted in success. The 
car, valued at $1,020. was sold for $850 
cash.

Prune Miscellanies. 


By Jane Eddington. 

T BHHOOVES every woman who 

buys prunes to know something 

about the different grades of this 
frult, since with No. 1, the smallest 
Sized prune, there are ninety to nine- 
ty-two prunes to the pound, and with 
No, 9 there are thirty to thirty-one 
to the pound. The grades between 
have @ proportionate number to the 
pound. 

Stuffed Prunes—Select large and 
perfect prunes and wash well in warm 
water. Steam until the pits can be 
easlly removed, one hour may be long 
enough for moist prunes of some sizes. 
Remove the pits and stuff with finely 
chopped nuts. Fill them full, shape 
nicely, and roll in powdered sugar. 
These will keep for some time and are 
even better a week after they have 
been prepared. They do not oost as 
mueh as the stuffed prune pgcked in 
a most welcame 
gift to the ocean traveler. Individual 
taste and ingenuity may be used in 
devising dainty stuflings. 


Rice With Prunes—Soak one-half a 
pound of pruneg over night and cook 
in the same water until soft, adding a 
little sugar. ‘l‘here should be one cup 
of juice when done. Wash one-half a 
cup of rice, cook in plenty of boiling 
water, salted according to taste, and 
When done drain and dry. Put two 
prunes in the bottom .of sgsherbet- 
slasees, fill with rice, put a prune on 
the top of each and peur the prune 
Juice over them. Serve rather cold. ° 

Prune Jelly—One pound of prunes, 
one-fourth of a box of gelatin, one 
cup of sugar, One teaspoonful of va- 
nilla. Wash the prunes thoroughly in 
warm water and unless carefully pack- 
ed truit add Warm water a second 
time and let stand a few minutes. Turn 
off and add water to cover. Soak over 
nignt and in the morning cook in the 
water in which they were soaked un- 
til tender. Drain off and save the 
Juice, putting it back on the gtove 
With the pits from the prunes, the 
sugar and the gelatin, previously dis- 
solved in a little cold water. Cut the 
prunes into small pieces with a knife, 
strain the slightly cooked liquid over 
them, add the vanilla, and turn into 
a mold to cool. Serve with sugar and

Prune Ice Cream—Prepare the 
prunes, one pound, by soaking over 
night and cooking unt!) tender.

A Prune Dainty

HOUGH often mentioned with 

scornful comment, the prune is 

spoken of by physician and diet- 

itian with all respect and friendliness. 

There is always one thing that eny in- 

dividual representative of this “sun 

kissed” fruit can do. He can always 

sign himself “Yours for health, Mr, 
Sunny Prune.” 

Both the fastidious and the aesthet- 
io, as well as people of mood- sense 
without their attainments, are friend- 
ly to the prune. To be sure these 
people of highly developed tastes can 
often afford to buy ang eat from the 
can the French prune, which comes at 
$1 or $1.25 a glass of about three 
pounds, or perhaps they get a good 
domestic imitatior at two-thirds the 
price. But a prune is a prune and 
there is no enormous difference be- 
tween the most expensive and those 
inexpensively dried. 


The seed of the prune is always an 
obstruction. It is more than half 
responsible for the unpalatable look- 
ing sauce dish of this fruit that s0 
often decorates the boarding house 
table. For prune dainties of any eort 
the seed shoulg always be removed, 
There is a pitted prune, but it has 
not come into general favor, 

The following prune deinty may be 
prepared from quite ordinary pruneg, 
but the finer they are the better. it 
is quite ideal when prepared of a 
prune every wrinkle of which is 
been smoothed out by oooking in the 
fireless cooker. 

Fried Prunes—Stew half a pound of 
prunes until the pits can be removed. 
Then remove the pits, roll in sugar and 
fry in two tablespoons of butter. Wat 
when hot or when cold. 

These may be eaten alone or with 
thin slices of bread ang butter, or on 
small and thin hot bDisoults or why 
hot ‘bread.

Make 
into a large roll, place in the center 
of the prunes, cover with Drown sugar 
and a tablespoon of molasses and put 
in the oven to bake until done, Serve 
hot or cold.”

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The Bread Crumb.

HH bread crumb is @ very essen- 
a. tial adjunct to both economical 
and fine cooking. To use it ac: 
ceptably is one of the economical arts 
and a elgn of a proficient cook. 

A loaf of bread consists of crust and 
crumb, but the bread crumb for sprink- 
ling over‘and mingling with many 
preparations of meat, vegetables, etc., 
is much better if 1@ contains as much 
crumbled crust as crumb. For this rea- 
son they crumble it or grind it in the 
little machines made for this purpose. 

The jar of bread crumbs is all right 
in kitchens where much cooking is 
done, but it should be frequently wash - 
out out and thoroughly dried so that 
no ancient crumbs may taint a new 
supply and therefore lead to a decline 
in prestige in any particular household 
of this excellent addition to meat, 
sweet, and even vegetable dishes. 


For ramequin cooking the bread 
crumb is almost indispensable, although 
the cracker crumb is much used in its 
place, since on the whole more con- 
venient. These little fish or meat or 
vegetable dainties, served between 
courses, are often the most acceptable 
bits of the whole meal. Chicken liv- 
ers, cauliflower, left-over fish, or a slice 
of halibut boiled especially for rame- 
quin use, spaghetti and any of the 
foods that are good scalloped are dain- 
ty when served in ramequins, if they 
are neither too dry nor too wet. This 
is a matter which partly depends upon 
the cooking, but since the whole must 
usually be mixed before being put into 
the little disnes, unlike the scallop, 
much judgment must be used in ad- 
ding the milk, stock, or water. a 
crumbs are mixed in and nearly 
ways a few, sometiines buttered, are 
sprinkled over the top.

pleted about one month ago by the University of Georgia. 
ago the report was turned over to the Attorney-General of Georgia, for a 


legal opinion. 

The constitution of Georgia pro- 
vides that the Attorney-General shall 
be the legal adviser of the Governor 
of the state. In advance of an opin- 
ion by the Attorney-General, the Gov- 
ernor has no authority to bring suit 
against the Georgia Railway and Pow- 
er Co., the waterpower trust which has 
seized the people’s property at Tallu- 
lah, which is worth at least fifteen 
millions. 

But when the Attorney-General has 
rendered an opinion, if he can find 
no way to protect the interests of 
Georgia, then Governor Brown can 
and will find the way. 

Bvery day of delay on the part of 
the Attorney-General is a day gained 
for the waterpower trust. 

On the 29th of last September, the 
Tallulah Falls Conservation Associa- 
tion presented sufficient information 
to the state authorities of Georgia, 
to warrant a survey of the Tallulah 
Falls property. 

Three millions of Georgians and 
many millions of Americans have 
their eyes fixed upon the Attorney- 
General of Georgia today.

Worcester, Mass., April 27.—Govern- 
or Woodrow Wilson waged his cam- 
paign here today. 


“This preliminary campaign, which 
centers upon the nomination of Can- 
didates for the presidency, has a sig- 
nificance which can not easily be ex- 
aggerated,” said Governor Wflison. “If 
it engenders personal rivalries which 
are too bitter, «if it divides the party 
now united into jealous and contest- 
ing factions, it will embarrass every 
subsequent process of our ‘policies.
